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Buying Home? 
Escrow Likely 
Loses You Cash

If you are saddled with a home mortgage, chances are 


you're also stuck with an escrow account that's losing you 
money. 


When 30,000 Lincoln home buyers make their monthly 


mortgage payments, part of the money is set aside in an es- 
crow account to pay annual property taxes and insurance 
premiums. 


Banks, savings and loan associations and other lending in- 


stitutions in turn, loan out these escrow funds at interest, but 
pay no interest to depositor-homeowners. 


House Banking and Currency Committee staff members 


estimate that if institutions invest their escrow funds at 4% the 
average family loses about $800 over the life of a 30-year 
mortgage. 


Because they are losing out on interest, some homeowners 


would prefer to put the escrow money in passbook savings ac- 
counts and make their own tax and insurance payments. 


Escrow Required On Some 


However, federal regulations require escrow accounts on 


the majority of home loans, including all FHA (Federal 
Housing Administration), VA (Veterans Administration) and 
MGIC (Mortgage Guarantee Insurance Corp.) loans. 


Cliff MacDonald, vice president of State Federal Savings 


and Loan, says that for uniformity in policy his association 
requires escrow accounts on all home loans, even conventional 
loans where borrowers have at least 20% down payment. 


Since escrow accounts are mandatory, then why don't 


most local lending institutions at least pay interest? 


Bob Michaels, secretary-trearuer of the Nebraska Real 


Estate Corp., defends the lenders: "It's their football, they 
make the rules." 


MacDonald says escrow accounts have traditionaDy been 


non-interest bearing. 


And Ron Matthews, vice president and assistant treasurer 


of Union Commercial Federal Savings and Loan, puts it more 
bluntly: Paying interest on escrow funds "hasn't been prac- 
ticed by us or our competitors. We all kinda hang together on 
it, you might say." 


No Escrow, No Loan 


In most cases, if a homebuyer won't agree to an escrow ac- 


count on the lender's terms, he doesn't get the loan. 


A bill, LB 502 sponsored by Sen. Wally Barnett of Lincoln 


which would have required banks and loan companies to pay 
5% interest to borrowers on their escrow funds has been 
"indefinitely postponed" by the Legislature's Banking, 
Commerce and Insurance Committee. 


Most testifying at the hearing on the bill represented the 


powerful banking and savings and loan organizations. They 
claimed that after the cost of handling escrow accounts is sub- 
tracted, there is little, if any, profit. 


If interest were mandatory on these accounts, they said 


they would not break even and would likely have to increase 
their mortgage interest rates to absorb the difference. 


Speaking for the little guys, James Fejfar of 2734 Ander- 


son Drive protested the way loan companies "get free 
monies." 


"At the present time I have more (equity) in the house 


than they (State Federal of Beatrice) do," he said. "I have 
more to lose than they do if I don't pay my taxes. 


Truth-In-Lending Violation? 


Hidden subsidies may constitute a violation of the federal 


Truth in Lending Law, which requires financial institutions to 
state undeceptively the true rate of interest being charged. If a 
company says it is charging a homewoner 8% but collects an 
additional interest-free loan (escrow payment) every month, 
the effective interest rate is higher than 8%. 


One investment property owner interviewed did threaten 


to take a big lending company to court. Rather than have it be 
a public case, his entire account was refunded. Now he pays 
his own taxes and insurance. 


Escrow account policies differ from firm to firm. Some 


keep just enough in escrow to pay taxes twice a year, before 
they are past due. Others set aside enough to pay almost the 
entire year's taxes and insurnace by Jan. 1. But they don't ac- 
tually pav them until they have to. 


Obviously, the method most advantageous to the borrower 


is the one that ties up the least money. The more he has free to 
invest and the longer he has it, the more interest he'll earn.

in arrears. In Lancaster County, taxes paid before April 1, 
1975, are actually taxes for the first half of 1974. The second 
half of 1974 taxes are paid by Aug.l. 


Theoretically, Roschewski said, on Dec. 31. 1974. First 


Federal should have had 100% of the amount needed to pay 
1974 taxes due in the coming year. 


First Federal collects taxes in advance, he said, because if 


taxes are not paid when due, they become a lien ahead of the 
mortgage claim. In other words, the savings and loan's right to 
collect the value of the property would come behind the right 
of the county to collect the taxes.

U.S. Builds Up 
Forces Offshore 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (AP) 


— Viet Cong gunners fired 60 
mortar and recoilless rifle shells 
into the vicinity of the Nha Be 
fuel depot six miles southeast of 
Saigon before dawn Monday, the 
South Vietnamese military com- 
mand reported. 


A spokesman said six persons 


were wounded and two pipelines 
were slightly damaged. 


Nha Be, the biggest fuel depot 


in South Vietnam, has been 
shelled periodically for the past 
two years, but this was the first 
time it had been hit during the 
current five-week-old Com- 
munist offensive. 


The spokesman said the Viet 


Cong firing sites were located in 
hamlets to the southeast of 
Saigon. They said air and ar- 
tillery strikes were ordered 
against them, and government 
forces also launched a ground 
search. 


Informed sources said U.S. 


Marines are prepared to land in 
Saigon to evacuate Americans 
and some Vietnamese if major 
fighting or chaos breaks out. 


The development came as the 


United States continued building 
up its 7th Fleet ships and forces 
off Vietnam, with at least one 
aircraft 
carrier, three 


destroyers, a half-dozen other 
amphibious ships and elements 
of a Marine division standing by.

Saigon (UPI) - South Viet- 


nam has refused to issue any 
more exit documents for Viet- 
namese war orphans to leave the 
country, effectively halting the 
"Operation Babylift" airlift, a 
senior American refugee worker 
said Monday.

of orphans is over," said Don 
Scott, director of World Vision in 
Vietnam. 


"A senior aide to the minister 


(Social Welfare Minister Phan 
Quang Dan) told me, no more 
exit visas will be issued to 
orphans." 


Three other aircraft carriers 


are within the zone, including 
the nuclear-powered Enterprise. 


In Washington, a Defense 


Department spokesman said, 
"there is absolutely no foun- 
dation" to stories "which 
suggest that the evacuation of 
Americans from Vietnam is im- 
minent." 


The spokesman added: "As 


we have said before, there are 
four aircraft carriers in the 
Western Pacific. They are still 
there. There are no aircraft 
carriers in Vietnam waters." 


South Vietnam claims a three- 


mile territorial limit. During the 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam 
carriers often 
launched 


warplanes from about 100 miles 
off the coast. 


U.S. Embassy spokesmen 


would not comment on the 7th 
Fleet buildup, but news releases 
from the embassy on refugee 
evacuation disclosed that the 
commander of the 
fleet's 


amphibious force, Rear Adm. 
Donald B. Whitinire, Was on sta- 
tion near Saigon with his 
flagship, the USS Blue Ridge. 


There are nearly 6,000 


Americans still in Vietnam, 
although many have begun 
leaving by commercial means. 


Other sources disclosed the 


presence of two more 
destroyers, the carrier Hancock, 
and supply ships off the coast of 
Vietnam. 


They said President Ford had 


ordered every available ship to 
Indochina waters and that more 
would be on the way, perhaps as 
a signal to Hanoi that the Presi- 
dent is determined to protect 
every American.

Protesters Jostle Kennedy 


QUINCY, Mass. (AP) - Sen. Edward M. Kennedy was 


jostled and poked by a crowd of antibusing demonstrators 
Sunday as he tried to elbow his way to his car outside a junior 
high school where he had given a speech. 


The crowd would not let him get to his automobile, and 


aides and police had to encircle Kennedy and link arms as 
they walked several blocks to a subway station. 


The crowd of about 300 angry adults followed him all the 


way, shouting and waving pickets ripped from fences. Police 
said no arrests were made. 


Kennedy was not injured, though a woman jabbed at him 


repeatedly with the point of a small American flag. 


The Massachusetts Democrat has been a target of white 


parents since school busing to achieve racial integration 
began under a federal court order last September. An- 
tibusing leaders say they are upset with Kennedy because he 
declines to condemn the busing. 


"These groups have been following him around over the 


weeks and the months since last September," said Dick 
Drayne, a Kennedy aide. "They are very predictable. They 
do the same thing every time. 


As Kennedy emerged from Atlantic Junior High School 


after addressing about 300 people at a Knights of Columbus 
breakfast, he was immediately caught in the crowd, which 


clawed and grabbed at him. People surrounded his car and 
climbed on top of it. 


He tried to get into another car waiting about a block 


away, but the crowd followed, and the same thing happened 
again. 


Then police and aides formed a protective circle as 


Kennedy walked toward the North Quincy station of the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority. 


At one point. Kennedy passed a bus, and the crowd 


chanted, "Why don't you take the bus, Ted?" 


Just before he got into the station, a man grabbed him by 


the leg and had to be pulled away by pobce. 


The senator boarded a Boston-bound train that was pulling 


into the station. Some of the demonstrators threw rocks as it 
rolled away.

south of the city, were from East Boston, a predormnently 
Italian neighborhood unaffected by the current school busing 
program.

ramifications not only for the trucking firms, 
but also for businesses and unions. 


One of the basic questions being faced by 


the commission is an old one: Should the 
trucker with overhead costs lower than his 
competitors' be denied the right to charge 
shippers less?

Nha Be, the biggest fuel depot 
in South Vietnam, has been 
shelled periodically for the past 
two years, but this was the first 
time it had been hit during the 
current five-week-old Com­ 
munist offensive. 
The spokesman said the Viet 
Cong firing sites were located in 
hamlets to the southeast of 
Saigon. They said air and ar­ 
tillery strikes were ordered 
against them, and government 
forces also launched a ground 
search. 
Informed sources said U.S. 
Marines are prepared to land in 
Saigon to evacuate Americans 
and some Vietnamese if major 
fighting or chaos breaks out. 
The development came as the 
United States continued building 
up its 7th Fleet ships and forces 
off Vietnam, with at least one 
aircra ft 
ca rrie r, 
three 
destroyers, a half-dozen other 
amphibious ships and elements 
of a Marine division standing by. 


S. Vietn am 
Termin ates 
'Bab y lift' 


Saigon (UPI) — South Viet­ 
nam has refused to issue any 
more exit documents for Viet­ 
namese war orphans to leave the 
country, effectively halting the 
“Operation Babylift” airlift, a 
senior American refugee worker 
said Monday. 
“As of today, the evacuation 
of orphans is over,” said Don 
Scott, director of World Vision in 
Vietnam. 
“A senior aide to the minister 
(Social Welfare Minister Phan 
Quang Dan) told me, no more 
exit visas will be issued to 
orphans.” 


Three other aircraft carriers 
are within the zone, including 
the nuclear-powered Enterprise. 
In Washington, a Defense 
Department spokesman said, 
“ there is absolutely no foun­ 
dation” to stories “ which 
suggest that the evacuation of 
Americans from Vietnam is im­ 
minent.” 
The spokesman added: “ As 
we have said before, there are 
four aircraft carriers in the 
Western Pacific. They are still 
there. There are no aircraft 
carriers in Vietnam waters.” 
South Vietnam claims a three- 
mile territorial limit. During the 
U.S. bombing of North Vietnam 
carriers often launched 
warplanes from about 100 miles 
off the coast. 
U.S. Embassy spokesmen 
would not comment on the 7th 
Fleet buildup, but news releases 
from the embassy on refugee 
evacuation disclosed that the 
commander of the fleet’s 
amphibious force, Rear Adm. 
Donald B. Whitmire, Was on sta­ 
tion near Saigon with his 
flagship, the USS Blue Ridge. 
There are nearly 6,000 
Americans still in Vietnam, 
although many have begun 
leaving by commercial means. 
Other sources disclosed the 
presence of two more 
destroyers, the carrier Hancock, 
and supply ships off the coast of 
Vietnam. 
They said President Ford had 
ordered every available ship to 
Indochina waters and that more 
would be on the way, perhaps as 
a signal to Hanoi that the Presi­ 
dent is determined to protect 
every American.

—Cambodian rebel pressure 
packed the Phnom Penh enclave 
two square miles tighter as 
government troops abandoned a 
highway strip to the southwest 
and shelling drove refugees to 
flight again in the north. 
—Mutinous South Vietnamese 
soldiers seized control of at least 
two U.S. cargo ships carrying 
them to a tiny, isolated island 
and forced the vessels back to 
Vung Tau, 40 miles east of 
Saigon, over the weekend, of­ 
ficials said.

QUINCY, Mass. (AP) — Sen. Edward M. Kennedy was 
jostled and poked by a crowd of antibusing demonstrators 
Sunday as he tried to elbow his way to his car outside a junior 
high school where he had given a speech. 
The crowd would not let him get to his automobile, and 
aides and police had to encircle Kennedy and link arms as 
they walked several blocks to a subway station. 
The crowd of about 300 angry adults followed him all the 
wav, shouting and waving pickets ripped from fences. Police 
said no arrests were made. 
Kennedy was not injured, though a woman jabbed at him 
repeatedly with the point of a small American flag. 
The Massachusetts Democrat has been a target of white 
parents since school busing to achieve racial integration 
began under a federal court order last September. An- 
tibusing leaders say they are upset with Kennedy because he 
declines to condemn the busing. 
“These groups have been following him around over the 
weeks and the months since last September,” said Dick 
Drayne, a Kennedy aide. “They are very predictable. They 
do the same thing every time. 
As Kennedy emerged from Atlantic Junior High School 
after addressing about 300 people at a Knights of Columbus 
breakfast, he was immediately caught in the crowd, which 


clawed and grabbed at him. People surrounded his car and 
climbed on top of it. 


He tried to get into another car waiting about a block 
away, but the crowd followed, and the same thing happened 
again. 


Then police and aides formed a protective circle as 
Kennedy walked toward the North Quincy station of the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation Authority. 
At one point, Kennedy passed a bus, and the crowd 
chanted, “ Why don’t you take the bus, Ted?” 
Just before he got into the station, a man grabbed him by 
the leg and had to be pulled away by police. 
The senator boarded a Boston-bound tram that was pulling 
into the station. Some of the demonstrators threw rocks as it 
rolled away. 
Drayne said most of the demonstrators in Quincy, a suburb 
south of the city, were from East Boston, a preeminently 
Italian neighborhood unaffected by the current school busing 
program. 
Boston schools have been disrupted by sporadic violence 
since the integration program began. A boycott continues in 
South Boston, a working class Irish neighborhood.

Conditions Ripe For In trastate Truck Rate War

Conditions are ripe far a rate war among 
Nebraska intrastate trucking firms, according 
to an official with the Nebraska Public Service 
Commission. 
The potential for a rate war stems from a 
request by Trans Nebraska Express of 
Ceresco, a small young firm, to drop its rates 
5% below what most other firms shipping 
freight intrastate charge. 
James Paine, the commission’s chief of 
motor transportation, said commission action 
on the application could have widespread 
ramifications not only for the trucking firms, 
but also for businesses and unions. 


One of the basic questions being faced by 
the commission is an old one: Should the 
trucker with overhead costs lower than his 
competitors’ be denied the right to charge 
shippers less?

Trans Nebraska says it needs the rate cut in 
order to compete with Mills Film Transfer. 
But a number of trucking firms, including 
Winter Bros., Bee-Line Motor Freight of 
Omaha, McAllister Transfer, Inc., of York, 
Seward Motor Freight, Ideal Truck Lines, 
Brown Transfer Co. of Kearney and Nebraska- 
lowa Xpress of Omaha, are attempting to 
block Trans Nebraska’s rate reduction. 
Mills Film Transfer of Omaha is a small 
firm, according to Paine, with low overhead 
costs because it is non-union, has no loading 
dock and uses smaller trucks. 
In 1973 when the general commodity 
carriers as a group requested a 5% general 
rate increase for loads less than 5,000 pounds 
and a 3% hike on loads 5,000 pounds and 
more, Mills asked to be exempted from the in­ 
crease, he said. 
For the first time, Paine said, the commis­ 
sion exempted, or “ flagged out” as the in­ 
dustry calls it, a carrier from a general rate in­ 
crease and allowed Mills to charge the lower 
rate. 
At the time the other firms did not protest 
Mills’ exemption, possibly because Mills was 
restricted to loads under 2,000 pounds. Such 


loads are less than truckload size and are 
usually less profitable for bigger firms. 
In addition, Mills’ lower rate was limited to 
its run between Lincoln and Omaha. 
According to Paine, Mills has been doing a 
brisk business, particularly in liquor, on its 
Omaha-Lincoln run due to its lower rates and 
the fact that it offers same-day service. 
“Since then Trans Nebraska Express has 
applied to operate its Lincoln-Omaha traffic at 
the same rates as Mills,” Paine said. 
Like Mills, Trans Nebraska is non-union and 
has low overhead costs, but unlike Mills it has 
large trucks and does not face Mills’ weight 
restrictions. 
The commission is expected to review the 
whole matter of tariffs and flag-outs Monday 
and to set Trans-Nebraska’s request for a 
hearing. 
Paine said the dilemma faced by the com­ 
mission is that if it makes Mills and Trans 
Nebraska conform to the industry-wide in- 
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trastate rates it is in effect penalizing them for 
having efficient operations. 
Moreover, since 1963 the commission has 
allowed trucking firms with high overhead 
costs on certain items to flag out of tariffs and 
charge more than its competitors. 
Commissioner Jack Romans of Ord has 
expressed concern about such flag-outs, since 
shippers are not always aware a particular 
firm charges a higher rate on some com­ 
modities. 
If firms with low overhead are denied 
cheaper rates, Paine said he fears it could 
harm the industry in the long run. More 
shippers might buy their own trucks to mov» 
goods rather than use a common carrier, he 
said. 
On the other hand, Paine said other firms 
could ask for even lower rates in order to force 
the low overhead firms out of business. If that 
were to happen, the remaining competitors 
could cut out less profitable routes and com- 
modities and hurt shippers in the long run.

At Hickman Lumber & Gambles 
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Nearly 800 Orphans 
To Have Home In U.S.

Nearly 800 children of tragedy and war have 


arrived in this country from Vietnam for adop- 
tion. A few are seriously ill and others have 
chicken pox or measles but all will soon have a 
home in the United States. 


"By American standards, many of the children 


should have been hospitalized," said Dr. Alex 
Stalcup, a volunteer pediatrician working with 
the tiny refugees in San Francisco. "By Viet- 
namese standards, they were the cream of the 
crop." 


More than 400 orphans arrived in Seattle on 


Saturday night and more than 300 orphans were 
met by President Ford on their arrival in Califor- 
nia. 


Leaving Saigon on Sunday were another 178 


orphans aboard two U.S. Air Force C141 
transports. Another 100 orphans left aboard a 
commercial jetliner for Britain. Eighteen of the 
children are mentally or physically handicapped 
and will be cared for in a home near London. 


A total of about 2,000 Vietnamese orphans are 


expected to be adopted by American families. 


More than 130 of the children arrived in 


Chicago from Seattle on Sunday, turning the Pan 
Am reception center at Chicago's O'Hare Inter- 
national Airport into a giant maternity ward. 


Other children on the flight from Seattle were 


transferred to planes taking them to Michigan 
and Minnesota, and 56 children remained on the 
Pan American 707 jet, headed for New York. 


After Saturday night's flights, 61 orphans were 


hospitalized. 


"Many of the children had diarrhea and serious 


fluid loss and were suffering dehydration," 
Stalcup told newsmen. "Several had high fevers. 
Some had pneumonia and other bacterial infec- 
tions. Some were suffering chicken pox," he said. 


All the children have been adopted or are being 


adopted, officials said. But details on where the 
children are going were withheld to protect the 
privacy of adoptive parents. 


But the foster parents who met the children for 


the first time were not very secret about their 
emotions. 


The tiny refugee orphans were greeted with 


tears of joy and anticipated happiness. 


A young foster parent at O'Hare picked up her 


new tiny infant son from a bassinet and 
exclaimed, "I don't believe it! I don't believe 
it!" as tears rolled down her cheek. 


Other families wern't as fortunate. 
One 4-monuVold girl died during the 22-hour, 


9,055-mile flight from Saigon. She had been 
assigned to the Rev. and Mrs. James Beaty of 
Carbondale, m. 


The couple had planned to receive two 


children, but welcomed only their new son, 6- 
year-old Thien, half-brother of the infant who 
died. 


Meanwhile, a CP Air jet carrying 61 refugee- 


orphans landed at Vancouver International Air- 
port on Sunday. Officials said 26 of the children 
are from Cambodia, and at least 10 of the others 
are survivors of Friday's crash of a U.S. C5A 
Galaxy cargo plane near Saigon. The plane was 
carrying 243 orphans and officials said about 100 
survived, 


In Washington, Rep. James Howard, D-N.J., 


said he is drafting legislation that would grant 
United States citizenship to orphans and aban- 
doned Vietnamese children fathered by American 
servicemen. 


He said that a meeting would be held on Mon- 


day with representatives of the State Department 
and the Agency for International Development. 


He said granting citizenship to children whose 


paternity can be proved would help speed the 
adoption process. 


First Lady On Hand 
As Miracle Happens

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - First Lady 


Betty Ford put her arm around the 
stranger and asked why she was crying. 


The woman said she was afraid the 


Vietnamese orphan she had adopted 
was dead, but she hoped for a miracle. 
And later she learned the child was on a 
jumbo jet parked only a few feet away. 


It happened on a rainy Saturday night 


when President and Mrs. Ford flew 
here from their Palm Springs vacation 
home to greet a charter plane carrying 
325 Vietnamese orphans to new lives in 
the United States. 


They came, the White House said, 


"because they are deeply touched by 
the plight of the South Vietnamese peo- 
ple and especially by the thousands of 
the innocent war orphans." 


While the Fords waited for the sickest 


of the children to be placed in am- 
bulances and buses, the First Lady ap- 
proached the crying woman standing 
near one of the buses. 


The woman told her the child she had 


adopted had been a passenger on the 
Air Force C5A Galaxy that crashed after 
taking off from Saigon Friday, killing up 
to 200 persons, most of then orphans. 


She said she was afraid the child had 


died. But she came to greet the charter 
jet this night because she heard there 
were 40 survivors of that crash on 
board. She hoped for a miracle. 


Within an hour she had it. Doctors 


reported the baby was on the passenger 
list. 


"There was sheer excitement, both 


on the part of the woman and Mrs. 
Ford," said the White House aide who 


told the story. "It was very, very 
touching." 


The aide did not identify the woman. 
When the sickest children, most of 


them with chicken pox or .diarrhea, 
were removed from the plane, Presi- 
dent Ford boarded and observed an 
emotional scene - nearly 300 children, 
most crying and squirming in bassinets. 


The President picked up a small girl 


wearing orange and yellow pajamas and 
carried her down the covered front 
ramp and on to a bus that would whisk 
her to a nearby Army medical center. 


The President reboarded the jet and 


emerged minutes later with a tiny boy 
wrapped in a red blanket. He boarded a 
second bus and sat down near a front 
seat, looking into the child's face as 
volunteers brought other orphans 
aboard. 


Mrs. Ford initially was not permitted 


near the plane because 18 of the 
children had chicken pox. White House 
physician Dr. William Lukash said the 
chemotherapy treatment she is 
receiving as a result of recent breast 
cancer surgery destroyed her immunity 
against infections from chicken pox 
virus. She has never had the disease. 


After the 18 were removed from the 


plane, Lukash said it was all right for 
Mrs. Ford to stand at the bottom of the 
ramp. 


AS each child was brought down the 


stairs, she clasped her hands and 
smiled, at one point reaching out to try 
to adjust a blanket slipping off one of 
them.

An autopsy showed Esli Hall 


had been raped and strangled, 
authorities said. Her body was 
nude except for socks and a 


sweater around her neck. 


"His body was starting to 


decompose and there's every in- 
dication the both of them were 
dumped in the river within two 
days after the abduction," Bolte 
said. 


Bolte remained quiet on the 


progress of authorities' search 
for the Halls' abductor. He said 
all dues being followed through 
had been obtained independent- 
ly of the discovery of the bodies. 
"There was nothing out there to 
help us," Bolte said.

Nearly 800 Orphans 
to Have Home In U.S. 
By The Associated Press 
Nearly 800 children of tragedy and war have 
arrived in this country from Vietnam for adop­ 
tion. A few are seriously ill and others have 
chicken pox or measles but all will soon have a 
home in the United States. 
“By American standards, many of the children 
should have been hospitalized,” said Dr. Alex 
Stalcup, a volunteer pediatrician working with 
the tiny refugees in San Francisco. “ By Viet­ 
namese standards, they were the cream of the 
crop.” 
More than 400 orphans arrived in Seattle on 
Saturday night and more than 300 orphans were 
met by President Ford on their arrival in Califor­ 
nia. 
Leaving Saigon on Sunday were another 178 
orphans aboard two U.S. Air Force C141 
transports. Another 100 orphans left aboard a 
commercial jetliner for Britain. Eighteen of the 
children are mentally or physically handicapped 
and will be cared for in a home near London. 
A total of about 2,000 Vietnamese orphans are 
expected to be adopted by American families. 
More than 150 of the children arrived in 
Chicago from Seattle on Sunday, turning the Pan 
Am reception center at Chicago’s O’Hare Inter­ 
national Airport into a giant maternity ward. 
Other children on the flight from Seattle were 
transferred to planes taking them to Michigan 
and Minnesota, and 56 children remained on the 
Pan American 707 jet, headed for New York. 
After Saturday night's flights, 61 orphans were 
hospitalized. 
‘Many of the children had diarrhea and serious 
fluid loss and were suffering dehydration,” 
Stalcup told newsmen. “Several had high fevers. 
Some had pneumonia and other bacterial infec­ 
tions. Some were suffering chicken pox,” he said. 
All the children have been adopted or are being 


adopted, officials said. But details on where the 
children are going were withheld to protect the 
privacy of adoptive parents. 
But the foster parents who met the children for 
the first time were not very secret about their 
emotions. 
The tiny refugee orphans were greeted with 
tears of joy and anticipated happiness. 
A young foster parent at O’Hare picked up her 
new tiny infant son from a bassinet and 
exclaimed, “I don’t believe it! I don’t believe 
it!” as tears rolled down her cheek. 
Other families wem’t as fortunate. 
One 4-month-old girl died during the 22-hour, 
9,055-mile flight from Saigon. She had been 
assigned to the Rev. and Mrs. James Beaty of 
Carbondale, 111. 
The couple had planned to receive two 
children, but welcomed only their new son, 6- 
year-old Thien, half-brother of the infant who 
died. 
Meanwhile, a CP Air jet carrying 61 refugee- 
orphans landed at Vancouver International Air­ 
port on Sunday. Officials said 26 of the children 
are from Cambodia, and at least 10 of the others 
are survivors of Friday’s crash of a U.S. C5A 
Galaxy cargo plane near Saigon. The plane was 
carrying 243 orphans and officials said about 100 
survived, 
In Washington, Rep. James Howard, D-N.J., 
said he is drafting legislation that would grant 
United States citizenship to orphans and aban­ 
doned Vietnamese children fathered by American 
servicemen. 
He said that a meeting would be held on Mon­ 
day with representatives of the State Department 
and the Agency for International Development. 


He said granting citizenship to children whose 
paternity can be proved would help speed the 
adoption process.

When the sickest children, most of 
them with chicken pox or »diarrhea, 
were removed from the plane, Presi­ 
dent Ford boarded and observed an 
emotional scene — nearly 300 children, 
most crying and squirming in bassinets. 
The President picked up a small girl 
wearing orange and yellow pajamas and 
carried her down the covered front 
ramp and on to a bus that would whisk 
her to a nearby Army medical center. 


The President reboarded the jet and 
emerged minutes later with a tiny boy 
wrapped in a red blanket. He boarded a 
second bus and sat down near a front 
seat, looking into the child’s face as 
volunteers brought other orphans 
aboard. 


Mrs. Ford initially was not permitted 
near the plane because 18 of the 
children had chicken pox. White House 
physician Dr. William Lukash said the 
chemotherapy treatment she is 
receiving as a result of recent breast 
cancer surgery destroyed her immunity 
against infections from chicken pox 
virus. She has never had the disease. 


After the 18 were removed from the 
plane, Lukash said it was all right for 
Mrs. Ford to stand at the bottom of the 
ramp. 


as each child was brought down the 
stairs, she clasped her hands and 
smiled, at one point reaching out to try 
to adjust a blanket slipping off one of 
them. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - First Lady 
Betty Ford put her arm around the 
stranger and asked why she was crying. 
The woman said she was afraid the 
Vietnamese orphan she had adopted 
was dead, but she hoped for a miracle. 
And later she learned the child was on a 
jumbo jet parked only a few feet away. 


It happened on a rainy Saturday night 
when President and Mrs. Ford flew 
here from their Palm Springs vacation 
home to greet a charter plane carrying 
325 Vietnamese orphans to new lives in 
the United States.

Although Americans have 


given the pertormace of the 94th 
Congress a very low rating, they 
feel hopeful that the large 
number of new members and 
the "house cleaning" within con- 
gressional committees will 
produce important changes. 


Thirty per cent of the public 


believes that this congress will 
do a better job than its 
predecessors, 6% think it will do 
worse and 51% feel there will be 
no substantial difference. 


This guarded optimism is 


probably due to the people's 
feeling that the large number of 
new members recently elected 
to Congress will push for in- 
novations in legislature and in 
the government's machinery: 


—A 49-29% plurality agrees 


that "with nearly 100 new 
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members, Congress will now un- 
dertake a lot of changes in the 
country that are long overdue." 


-A 48-29 % plurality believes 


that "in throwing out some old- 
time committee chairmen, this 
new Congress showed it really 
means business." 


Yet the people are still skep- 


tical about the influence of 
special-interest groups and the 
distance traditionally main- 
tained between the Hill and the 
White House: 


—A lopsided, 72-9% majority 


feels that "Congress is" still to 
much under the influence of 
special-interest lobbies." A 
heavy majority also believes that 
"one trouble with Congress is 
that it looks after its own benefit 
instead of acting in the public in- 
terest." 


—A 65-22% majority also feels 


that "Congress spends too much 
time disagreeing with President 
Ford and too little time on the

Residents having their own water supply 
will be charged the minimum water rates of $6 per quarter and 
the sewer rate shall be the same as other users and the 
minimum charge of $6 shall be charged until a history is 
available for the winter months usage on which the sewer rates 
are based.

In their promotion of a Nebraska dove season for the sake 


of dollars, the Game Commission chooses to ignore conserva- 
tion facts and recommendations established some years ago by 
one of their former members. Dr. Elliott McClure, in his three- 
year study of the life cycle of the mourning dove in Iowa, has 
shown that, since in our region the dove is late in nesting, over 
20% of the young do not leave the nests until after Sept. 1. Thus, 
"one-fifth of the population is endangered by a September 
hunting season." 


Dr. McClure concluded from the results of his three-year 


research that "There should be no hunting of doves north of the 
37th Parallel. Probably the division line should be along the 
southern border of Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Kansas, 
Colorado and across Nevada and Central California. All of the 
area north of this boundary should remain as a vast breeding 
range to maintain the species and to supply a shootable 
surplus." (Journal of Wildlife Management, Vol. 8, No. 2, Pages 
130-132).

It is essential, nevertheless, to 


try to see what has happened, 
and why and to learn from it for 
the future. I have been reading 
the last volume of Shelby 
Foote's magnificent "The Civil 
War: Aj Narrative," the closing 
chapters of which describe the 
crumbling of another artificial 
nation never had much chance to 
survive. 


In the last stages of that 


American tragedy, Abraham 
Lincoln told a crowd celebrating 
his re-election: "Human nature 
will not change. In any future 
great national trial, compared 
with the men of this, we shall 
have as weak and as strong, as 


silly and as wise, as bad and as 
good. Let us therefore study the 
incidents of this, as philosophy 
to learn wisdom from, and none 
of them as wrongs to be 
revenged." 


In that spirit, perhaps the first 


point to be made is that Presi- 
dent Thieu of South Vietnam 
seems both to have panicked in 
his hasty orders to abandon so 
much territory and, when this 
produced further panic and 
precipitous flight by troops and 
civilians, to have been unable to 
reassert his control or to re- 
establish order. 


This raises the question more 


sharply than any critic could 
whether the intrinsic weakness 
of Theiu's position and 
leadership had not been 
papered-over by the almost un- 
questioning support — in South 
Vietnamese politics — he has 
had from Washington, including 
American acquiescence in his 
repressive tactics, and his staf- 
fing the army with corrupt and 
inept officers who were 
nevertheless loyal to him. 


Surely the point also makes 


itself that after so many years of 
American training and supply, 
after all the boasts of "Viet- 
namization," the South Viet- 
namese army, in the first real 
test of its ability to fight without 
American assistance, largely dis- 
integrated. 


For one thing, it could not 


count on rescue by fights of B- 
52s, or on massed American 
firepower from troops and 
planes, or from American diver- 
sions like the mining of 
Haiphong harbor during the 
Easter offensive of 1972. 


Backfire 


For another thing, its morale, 


leadership and discipline seem j 
to have been sadly wanting when 
the test came - not just because 
of its political generals but 
because it did not have the 
motivation, the nation pride or 
the ideological conviction of its 
adversary.

It seems clear also that the 


North Vietnamese forces moved 
swiftly and efficiently to exploit 
the collapse when it began to 
develop. Undoubtedly, one good 
reason was that they did NOT 
fear American bombing or other 
retaliation - a graphic sugges- 
tion that it was that threat and 
not Vietnamization or any fan- 
cied political or military 
development of the South Viet- 
"namese state that in the past 
prevented North Vietnam from 
exerting final pressure on the 
weak structure maintained from 
Saigon and Washington. 


Finally, a serious American 


miscalculation following the 
Paris peace accords of 1973 
appears to have permitted Thieu 
to ignore — as did Hanoi — the 
peace machinery established in 
the accord, and to rely on 
military strength to maintain the 
status quo. 


The wisdom to be gained from 


study of all this may not come 
quickly, or be easily accepted.

This raises the q u estion more 
sharp ly than any critic cou ld 
whether the intrinsic weakness 
of T h e iu ’s p osition and 
leadership had not been 
p ap ered-ov er by the almost u n­ 
q u estioning su p p ort — in Sou th 
Vietnamese p olitics — he has 
had from Washington, inclu ding 
American acq u iescence in his 
rep ressiv e tactics, and his staf­ 
fing the army with corru p t and 
inep t officers who were 
nev ertheless loy al to him. 


Su rely the p oint also makes 
itself that after so many y ears of 
American training and su p p ly , 
after all the boasts of “Viet- 
namization,” the Sou th Viet­ 
namese army , in the first real 
test of its ability to fight withou t 
American assistance, largely dis­ 
integrated. 
For one thing, it cou ld not 
cou nt on rescu e by fights of B- 
52s, or on massed American 
firep ower from troop s and 
p lanes, or from American div er­ 
sions like the mining of 
Haip hong harbor du ring the 
Easter offensiv e of 1972.

Davidson is urging the electorate 
to vote early in the day to avoid 
the dinner-hour rush and sub- 
sequent long lines. A light voter 
turnout is predicted by David- 
son. 


While all four City Council 


members whose terms expire in 
May are seeking re-election, 
there will be at least one new 
face on the lawmaking body. 


Boosalis, Bragg 
Differ On Police

Only two mayoral candidates 


and about 15 people showed up 
for an informational discussion 
at the Unitarian Church Sunday 
night. 


Mrs.

Bragg 
and 


Mrs. Helen Boosalis both said the 
workings of the police depart- 
ment are an issue in the cam- 
paign though each had different 
feelings about what should be 
done. 


Incumbent Mayor Sam 


Schwartzkopf was not present 
because of a conflicting ap- 
pointment. 


Both Mrs. Boosalis and Mrs. 


Bragg agreed that the jail system 
should be taken out of police 
jurisdiction, but Mrs. Boosalis 
said she thought an ad- 
ministrative separation would be 
sufficient while Mrs. Bragg ad- 
vocated a total physical separa- 
tion. 


Mrs. Boosalis said that after 


years of trying, the city finally 
succeeded in getting prisoners 
housed near the courts, thereby 
making transportation of 
prisoners easier. 


Mrs. Bragg said the jail is sup- 


posed to be a correctional facili- 
ty and correction efforts work 
out better when their location is 
separated from the police agen- 
cy. 


Of the recent drunk driving 


controversy, Mrs. Bragg said she 


feels the people protesting police 
activity "have a valid protest" 
and suggested that the police put 
a higher priority on decreasing 
serious crime. 


Mrs. Boosalis said she would 


wait for the report, soon to be 
released, from Lincoln attorney 
James Bruckner who has been 
investigating charges of police 
harassment. 


Mrs. Boosalis said she felt the 


most important issue of the cam- 
paign is the conservation of ur- 
ban resources. 


She said there are housing 


problems at all levels, adding 
that it is difficult to buy a new 
home at a price people can af- 
ford. 


She said community develop- 


ment and housing rehabilitation 
efforts must be maintained and 
the housing stock must be im- 
proved. 


The No. 1 issue of the cam- 


paign, according to Mrs. Bragg, 
is the twofold problem of 
transportation and unemploy- 
ment 


Mrs. Bragg said she felt bus 


routes should be altered to 
provide service to industrial 
areas, and she advocated Sunday 
service. 


She also said the city ought to 


get together with Lincoln 
employers and set up a program 
which would essentially give a 
limited subsidy for increased 
employment. 


Eddie Settled Down, 
But Past Caught Up 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The past 


caught up with Charles Eddie 
Lucas. 


Since escaping from a federal 


prison in Texarkana, Tex., 
eight years ago, he had lived a 
sedate life under another name 
in the central Missouri commu- 
nity of Laddonia. 


He bought a house, married 


and by all accounts was well 
liked and respected in the town 
of 750. 


But now he sits as a federal 


prisoner in the St. Clair County 
Jail in Belleville, HI., awaiting 
transportation to Texas. 


"I did some bad things before 


I went to prison," he said. "And 
I admit that." 


In 1967 he walked away from a 


trustee's job at a garage outside 
the prison walls. He had served 
about 3Vz years of a 5-year 
sentence for auto theft. 


Lucas, 45, who was known to 


residents of Laddonia as Eddie 
Edwards Jr., was arrested in the 
back yard of his home last week 
as he was repairing a pen that 
held his three adult raccoon- 
hunting dogs and a new litter of 
puppies. The Federal Bureau of 
Investigation would only say that 
someone recognized Lucas' pic- 
ture from an old "wanted" flyer. 


"I knew it was going to come 


sooner or later, but I just put it 
in the back of my mind while I 
raised my family," he said. The 
woman who he married was 


divorced and had several 
children. 


Lucas has lived in Missouri 


since his escape and until last 
year made his living as a truck 
driver. Economics forced him to 
sell his tractor-trailer and he 
went to work on a government 
project, building a dam and 
reservoir 


He says he is not "asking to 


get off scot free. 


"I did something wrong and I 


know it. But why do I have to 
lose everything I built up... 
what I want the judge to do is 
put me on five years parole. I 
can do five years; Lord, I just 
did eight. If they don't do that I 
have to say they are not even in- 
terested in rehabilitation." 


More than 50 residents of the 


town, including the mayor and 
several leading businessmen, 
have signed a petition asking for 
Lucas' pardon. But U.S. 
Magistrate William S. Bahn says 
he was bound by federal law to 
send Lucas to Texas. 


Lucas' wife, who said she did 


not know of his true identity un- 
til he was arrested last week, has 
pleaded with Bahn to release her 
husband. 
"Eddie came into 


our lives when things were at 
their worst," she wrote to Bahn. 
"God sent Eddie to us. Will Ed- 
die be taken from us when things 
again are at their worst and we 
are unable to help him?" 


Council President Helen 
Boosalis is running for the job of 
mayor. 


Mrs. Boosalis, with 16 years on 


the council, faces incumbent 
Sam Schwartzkopf and former 
social worker Jo Bragg on 
Tuesday's ballot. Mrs. Bragg, 
who has been challenging her 
opponents' 
record 
of 


achievements, is likely to be 
eliminated in the race. 


Schwartzkopf, in office for 


eight years, is running on his 
record, while Mrs. Boosalis is 
challenging Schwartzkopf's past 
stewardship at the helm of the 
city. 


Councilmen Steve Cook, 


Richard Baker and Bob Sikyta 
are seeking re-election. 


The dozen other candidates 


are:

“I do not think I will be able to 
buy food stamps,” says Roberto 
Lujan. “It is too much.” 
Lean, gray and work-bent, he 
sits on an old sofa in his home, 
his wife, Aurora, standing 
behind him, her hands on the 
back of the sofa. On the wall, in 
a gilt frame, is a picture of Christ 
among sheep. 
“ My family goes to church,” 
Lujan says. “ Sometimes we have 
to push them. But they go.” 
He lives on $295 a month in 
Social Security, $66 a month 
welfare and $15 a month from a 
son who has a job. Ten children 
live in the house. 


In the basement of the 
Laborers International Union, 
some unemployed men in work 
clothes sit on metal folding 
chairs, telling how nonunion 
contractors are taking advantage 
of the sharp competition for jobs 
to pay nonunion scale con­ 
siderably below the average rate 
of $5 an hour. 
Some are paying only $2 an 
hour. And in some food stands, 
they say, the rates are as low as 
$1.50 an hour. Unemployment 
insurance of $69 a month is what 
one man says he gets to support 
his wife and four children. 
Another man, about 60, says 
he is finding it difficult to get 
work because he’s considered 
too old. A young man says the 
excuse he gets is that they would 
rather have jobs for older men. 
They talk of wives who bake 
cakes to sell house-to-house, of 
children who go forth with 
buckets of tamales to sell in the 
streets. 
With reluctance, even with 
anguish, they talk of the illegal 
immigrants from 
Mexico, 
brought in to work for small 
wages on construction, ranches, 
restaurants. They try not to be 
too critical of the immigrants, 
who are taking their jobs. 
Eventually they get around to 
politics. The Chicanos are 
Democrats, their commitment 
strong since the New Deal 
legislation of the Depression. 
But now, while they still speak 
in anger against the Republicans 
in Washington, they no longer 
have much faith in the 
Democrats either. 
The leader of the union local, 
Joe Bermudez, says that, bad as 
things are in this area, they are 
even worse for the Chicanos 
around Santa Fe. 
“I found these two people who 
had nothing left in the house but 
leftover gravy. That’s what they 
were living on. ”

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Nations Learn 
Soybean Magic

Soya is becoming a magic 


word for successful food sales in 
the Spanish-speaking nations of 
the world, according to Dave 
Stock of Murdock. 


Stock, currently vice president 


of the Nebraska 
Soybean 


Association, is a former Peaoe 
Corps worker with experience in 
Colombia. 


Recently returned from an in- 


spection trip of soybean crops 
and use in three nations, Stock 
expressed confidence in a better 
fed world via the soybean. 


"It is protein for people, pork 


and poultry. People who can't 
eat meat because they can't af- 
ford it can eat soy protein, and 
as their incomes improve they 
can get protein from meats that 
come from soy meal via 
animals," he said. 


Displaying samples of soy 


supplemented foods, one similar 
to familar American cereals and 
one a baby cereal called White 
Star, he explained, "The 
American Soybean Association 
discovered that foods will sell 
much better in Mexico if they 
are advertised as soy 
supplemented or fortified. We 
just talked to the manufacturers 
about it and they put the infor- 
mation on the packages." 


Checkoff Programs 


Money collected from farmer 


contributions and checkoff 
programs by soybean growers 
goes to the American Soybean 
Association, which uses it to 
promote soybean consumption 
by humans and livestock as a 
method of increasing the market 
for soybeans. 


Stock regards Brazil as a 


major problem for American 
soybean producers but not an in- 
surmountable one. 


"We have the ability to absorb 


technology much faster and in 


greater quantity than their 
fanners do. The secret to staying 
ahead of them is more research. 
It is a crime that so little 
research is being done on 
soybeans here in Nebraska. We 
need a checkoff program so we 
can find this research," he said. 


Stock sees a program to sell 


soybeans to Brazil's own people 
as a major aid to American 
fanners. "They don't use meal 
much in feed yet, and they have 
a tremendous population that is 
growing rapidly which could 
benefit greatly from soy fortified 
foods," he said. 


Brazil Has Potential 


"Brazil has the potential to be 


a major food supplier to the 
world. They currently produce 
crops on only about 20% of the 
land that could be farmed in 
their country.

Weiskopf Wins Greensboro Open Title 
GREENSBORO, N. C. (UPI) 


— An aggressive Tom Weiskopf, 
back in the hard-driving form 
that made him the sensation 
of the tour two years ago, shot a 
three-under-par 68 Sunday for 
a three-stroke victory in the 
Greater Greensboro Open and a 
running start at the upcoming 
Masters Tournament. 


"There's no doubt in my mind 


that I am swinging the club 
exactly the way I want to...the 
same way I did in 1973," said 
Weiskopf, who finished with a 
72-hole total of 275, nine under 
par on the 6.700-yard Sedgefield 
Country Club Course. 


"There's no reason I can't go 


into that final hole at Augusta 
with a chance to win," he said. 
"I've got a good chance at win- 
ning in Augusta and a better 
chance than 90 per cent of the 
field. 


"I'm not saying I'm going to 


win—nobody can do that," he 
said. "But if it doesn't happen 
this year, I'm confident it will 
happen some year." 


Al Geiberger, a 37-year-old 


tour veteran with six wins to his 
credit, fired his second straight 
five-under-par 66 Sunday to 
finish in second place with a 
total of 278, six under par. 


Jerry McGee, a consistent 


moneywinner on the tour but yet 
to win a tournament, at one 
point pulled to within two 
strokes of Weiskopf when the 
leader had back-to-back bogeys 
on the 13th and 14th holes. But 
McGee double-bogeyed on No. 
16 and finished with a 68 for the 
day and a 280 total, four-under 
par, that was still good for third 
place all alone. 


Lee Trevino had a final round 


of 68 and wound up in fourth 
place with a total of 281, three 
under par. Dave Hill, runnerup 
in the first two rounds, finished 
fifth with a one-under 70 in the 
final round for a 282 total. 


Johnny Miller shot a final 


round 71. even par, and tied 40- 
year-old veteran Ken Still for 
sixth place at 283, one under par. 
Maurice Bembridge of England 
finished with a 69 and stood 
alone at even-par 284. 


"This tournament has given 


me some great satisfaction," 
said Weiskopf, who led every 
round. He opened with a seven- 
under par, followed with an even 
par 71 the second round and had 
one-over-par 72 on the third 
round. 


"It has taken me three hard 


months of work to get my swing 
back to where it was in 1973," 
said Weiskopf, who finished 
second to Jack Nicklaus in the 
Heritage Classic a week earlier. 


"I'm pretty satisfied with my 


mental attitude; I'm patient and 
my concentration is excellent," 
said Weiskopf. 


Weiskopf said he played 


"perfect golf for 12 holes" in the 
final round. He made his first 
birdie of the day on No. 5, a par 
four, by hitting a seven-iron to 
within 15 feet and sinking the 
putt. He followed that up with a 
birdie on No. 6, a par five, hit- 
ting a putter from the edge of 
trees around the green to within 
a foot or so and sinking the 
putt. 


Weiskopf eagled No. 9, a par 


five, laying his second shot with 
a five-iron to within 10 feet of 
the cup and making the putt. 


He ran into bogey trouble on 


the backside, three-putting No. 
13 from 45 feet for the first 
bogey, then getting another on 
14 when he pulled his drive into 
trees on the left. 


On 17, however, he sank a 30- 


footer for a birdie to clinch the 
tournament. 


The win earned Weiskopf 


$45,000 and pushed him to third 
on this year's money list with a 
total of $91,237. 


Geiberger, who won $25,650 


for second place, had six bir- 
dies versus one lone bogey in his 
round. 


"I thought I'd have to shoot 66 


to win the tournament," said 
Geiberger. "I did and I didn't 
come close...Tom was really 
swinging well and he made the 
clutch putts when he had to." 


Veteran Arnold Palmer tied 


Geiberger for the best round of 
the day. 


Lee Elder, who will be the 


first black ever to compete in the 
Masters' Tournament later this 
week, sank a five-iron shot from 
181 yards out on the 14th hole for 
a double-eagle two. He finished 
the day with a two-under-par 69 
and ended the tournament at 
286, one over par. 


"All I have to do is hole a few 


of those at Augusta and maybe I 
can be a surprise winner," said 
Elder. 


"I'm playing with a lot of con- 


fidence," he said. "Next week 
(the Masters') will be a lot of fun 
and I'm looking forward to it." 


Gary Player, the South 


African pro who is defending 
champ in the Masters' finished 
with a final-round 69 for a 292 
total, eight-over par. Juan "Chi 
Chi" Rodriguez finished with a 
71 and joined Elder at 286.

"It has to be the biggest 
thrill of my life."

Fowler stepped to the plate and 
slammed a line drive 330 feet 
over the left field fence to give 
the Huskers the win. 


Oklahoma State jumped into a 


4-2 lead in the top of the extra in- 
ning when catcher Russell Thed- 
f ord singled and went to third on 
a sacrifice bunt by Ric Bass. 
First baseman Dan Massari then 
singled, scoring Thedford. Jim 
Unmacht and Matt Mullins both 
walked, filling the bases. 
Massari scored on a fielder's 
choice to first base by Mike 
Miller. 


But reliever Jerry Yingling 


fanned Tim Smith to halt the 
Cowboy rally and hold them to a 
4-2 advantage. 


The Huskers opened the

Swihart Eyes Another $600,000 Mutuel Handle

It seems that Al Swihart is never satisfied. 


"Now that one of my predictions is completed, I'd 


like to see the other half done," said Fonner Park's 
general manager after Saturday's record-breaking day at 
the Grand Island track. 


"I said at the beginning of our meet that we'd do 


$600,000 (in a one-day mutuel handle), now I'd like to do it 
twice," he noted. "But I'm really quite pleased how well 
we did Saturday. 


Swiha/. should be pleased. 


Fonner's mutuel handle of $639,664 was the best ever 


by a Nebraska race track except Ak-Sar-Ben in Omaha. In 
the mutuel record onslaught, the daily double, one-race 
exacta and total race (exacta and win, place and show 
wagering) handle records also fell. 


It was the first time an outstate Nebraska track sur- 


passed the $600,000 figure. But now Swihart has his goals 
set even higher. 


"It's not impossible for us to do $700,000 this year," 


he said. "But we'd have to have everything go right. 
Remember, this is still an agricultural area. The farmers 
haven't been able to get out into the fields and work. 
When they are able to get out, they'll go work and won't 
come to the races. 


"This will hurt us a little, but there's no question that 


it's possible we could do $700,000," he added. "We'd have 
to have a few breaks." 


One statistic that made Saturday's $639,664 figure 


even more impressive was that Fonner was competing 
against its former one-day best of more than $573,000. 
That mark was bettered by more than $66,000. 


"There were several reasons why we did so well," he 


explained. "At post time, the temperature was about 60 


degrees. That's really the first nice Saturday we've had 
this year. People didn't have to freeze to watch the races. 


"We couldn't have done that well if it hadn't been 


nice enough outside," he said. "We had room for people 
to get to the windows since it was nice enough for some 
people to stand outside. Not everyone was standing in- 
side. That conjestion can really hurt our handle at times." 


Swihart said he had originally anticipated a handle of 


about $650,000 but the handle faltered somewhat in the 
later races. 


"We had three favorites win and if two or three more 


had won, we might have been able to do $650,000," he 
said. "Our track conditions were fast. In fact, it's the best 
track we've ever had here. 


"We didn't really have a powerful card Saturday, bat 


it was a good solid one," he analyzed. "We didn't have 
any trouble handling that amount of money." 


Swihart said be did not hire any additional mutuel 


help for Saturday, despite the predictions for almost ideal 
racing weather. 


Looking into the future, Swihart said it is quite possi- 


ble Fonner will have a $1 million handle within five years.

Weiskopf Wins Greensboro Open Title 


GREENSBORO, N. C. (UPI) 
— An aggressive Tom Weiskopf, 
back in the hard-driving form 
that made him the sensation 
of the tour two years ago, shot a 
three-under-par 68 Sunday for 
a three-stroke victory in the 
Greater Greensboro Open and a 
running start at the upcoming 
Masters Tournament. 
“There’s no doubt in my mind 
that I am swinging the club 
exactly the way I want to...the 
same way I did in 1973,“ said 
Weiskopf, who finished with a 
72-hole total of 275, nine under 
par on the 6.700-yard Sedgefield 
Country Club Course. 


“There’s no reason I can’t go 
into that final hole at Augusta 
with a chance to win,” he said. 
“ I’ve got a good chance at win­ 
ning in Augusta and abetter 
chance than 90 per cent of the 
field. 
“I ’m not saying I ’m going to 
win—nobody can do that,” he 
said. “ But if it doesn’t happen 
this year. I ’m confident it will 
happen some year.” 
A1 Geiberger. a 37-year-old 
tour veteran with six wins to his 
credit, fired his second straight 
five-under-par 66 Sunday to 
finish in second place with a 
total of 278, six under par. 


Jerry McGee, a consistent 
moneywinner on the tour but yet 
to win a tournament, at one 
point pulled to within two 
strokes of Weiskopf when the 
leader had back-to-back bogeys 
on the 13th and 14th holes. But 
McGee double-bogeyed on No. 
16 and finished with a 68 for the 
day and a 280 total, four-under 
par, that was still good for third 
place all alone. 
Lee Trevino had a final round 
of 68 and wound up in fourth 
place with a total of 281, three 
under par. Dave Hill, runnerup 
in the first two rounds, finished 
fifth with a one-under 70 in the 
final round for a 282 total. 
Johnny Miller shot a final 
round 71, even par. and tied 40- 
year-old veteran Ken Still for 
sixth place at 283, one under par. 
Maurice Bembridge of England 
finished with a 69 and stood 
alone at even-par 284. 
“This tournament has given 
me some great satisfaction,” 
said Weiskopf, who led every 
round. He opened with a seven- 
under par, followed with an even 
par 71 the second round and had 
one-over-par 72 on the third 
round. 
“ It has taken me three hard 
months of work to get my swing 
back to where it was in 1973,“ 
said Weiskopf, who finished 
second to Jack Nicklaus in the 
Heritage Classic a week earlier. 


“I’m pretty satisfied with my 
mental attitude; I ’m patient and 
my concentration is excellent,” 
said Weiskopf. 
Weiskopf said 
he 
played 


“ perfect golf for 12 holes" in the 
final round. He made his first 
birdie of the day on No. 5, a par 
four, by hitting a seven-iron to 
within 15 feet and sinking the 
putt. He followed that up with a 
birdie on No. 6, a par five, hit­ 
ting a putter from the edge of 
trees around the green to within 
a foot or so and sinking the 
putt. 
Weiskopf eagled No. 9, a par 
five, laying his second shot with 
a five-iron to within 10 feet of 
the cup and making the putt. 
He ran into bogey trouble on 
the backside, three-putting No. 
13 from 45 feet for the first 
bogey, then getting another on 
14 when he pulled his drive into 
trees on the left. 
On 17, however, he sank a 30- 
footer for a birdie to clinch the 
tournament. 
The win earned Weiskopf 
$45,000 and pushed him to third 
on this year’s money list with a 
total of $91,237. 
Geiberger, who won $25,650 
for second place, had six bir­ 
dies versus one lone bogey in his 
round. 
“I thought I’d have to shoot 66 
to win the tournament,” said 
Geiberger. “ I did and I didn’t 
come close...Tom was really 
swinging well and he made the 
clutch putts when he had to.” 
Veteran Arnold Palmer tied 
Geiberger for the best round of 
the day. 
Lee Elder, who will be the 
first black ever to compete in the 
Masters’ Tournament later this 
week, sank a five-iron shot from 
181 yards out on the 14th hole for 
a double-eagle two. He finished 
the day with a two-under-par 69 
and ended the tournament at 
286, one over par. 
“All I have to do is hole a few 
of those at Augusta and maybe I 
can be a surprise winner,” said 
Elder. 


“ I ’m playing with a lot of con­ 
fidence,” he said. “Next week 
(the Masters’) will be a lot of fun 
and I ’m looking forward to it.” 


Gary Player, the South 
African pro who is defending 
champ in the Masters’ finished 
with a final-round 69 for a 292 
total, eight-over par. Juan “Chi 
Chi” Rodriguez finished with a 
71 and joined Elder at 286.

Swihart Eyes Another $600,000 Mutuel Handle

It seems that Al Swihart is never satisfied. 


“ No w that o ne o f my predictio ns is co mpleted, I’d 
like to see the o ther half do ne,” said Fo nner Park’s 
g eneral manag er after Saturday ’s reco rd-breaking day at 
the Grqnd Island track. 


“I said at the beginning of our meet that we’d do 
$600,000 (in a one-day mutuel handle), now I’d like to do it 
twice,” he noted. “ But I ’m really quite pleased how well 
we did Saturday. 
Swihart should be pleased. 


Fo nner’s mutuel handle o f $6 3 9,6 6 4 was the best ev er 
by a Nebraska race track ex cept Ak-Sar-Ben in Omaha. In 
the mutuel reco rd o nslaug ht, the daily do uble, o ne-race 
ex acta and to tal race (ex acta and win, place and sho w 
wag ering ) handle reco rds also fell. 


It was the first time an outstate Nebraska track sur­ 
passed the $600,000 figure. But now Swihart has his goals 
set even higher. 
“ It’s not impossible for us to do $700,000 this year,” 
he said. “But we’d have to have everything go right. 
Remember, this is still an agricultural area. The farmers 
haven’t been able to get out into the fields and work. 
When they are able to get out, they’ll go work and won’t 
come to the races. 


“ This will hurt us a little, but there’s no question that 
it’s possible we could do $700,000,” he added. “ We’d have 
to have a few breaks.” 


One statistic that made Saturday’s $639,664 figure 
even more impressive was that Fonner was competing 
against its former one-day best of more than $573,000. 
That mark was bettered by more than $66,000. 
“There were several reasons why we did so well,” he 
explained. “At post time, the temperature was about 60 


degrees. That’s really the first nice Saturday we’ve had 
this year. People didn’t have to freeze to watch the races. 


“ We co uldn’t hav e do ne that well if it hadn’t been 
nice eno ug h o utside,” he said. “ We had ro o m fo r peo ple 
to g et to the windo ws since it was nice eno ug h fo r so me 
peo ple to stand o utside. No t ev ery o ne was standing in­ 
side. That co njestio n can really hurt o ur handle at times.” 


Swihart said he had originally anticipated a handle of 
about $650,000 but the handle faltered somewhat in the 
later races. 


“ We had three favorites win and if two or three more 
had won, we might have been able to do $650,000,” he 
said. “Our track conditions were fast. In fact, it’s the best 
track we’ve ever had here. 


“ We didn’t really hav e a po werful card Saturday , but 


it was a g o o d so lid o ne,” he analy zed. “ We didn’t hav e 
any tro uble handling that amo unt o f mo ney .” 


Swihart said he did no t hire any additio nal mutuel 
help fo r Saturday , despite the predictio ns fo r almo st ideal 
racing weather. 


Lo o king into the future, Swihart said it is quite po ssi­ 
ble Fo nner will hav e a $1 millio n handle within fiv e y ears. 


“ Sure that’s in the future, but Grand Island’s g ro wing 
pretty g o o d,” he said. “ No w we’re 11.3 % abo v e o ur han­ 
dle in the same perio d last y ear. I’m really happy . When 
y o u do this well, y o u hav e to be satisfied.”

amendment 


Nebraskans approved last 
November 


"I think it's opened up some 


more channels of com- 
munication," said Chngenpeel, 
22, of Valentine

Sherrets, 21, s,aid the "most 


important" effect the campus 
presidents had was to check the 
previous practice when 
"members of the board would 
simply jump and snap to, 
because President (D B ) 
Varner or one of the chancellors 
suggested a policy " 


The Omahan said regents used 


to take "very important actions 
concerning students without stu- 
dent input that should've been 
there We were there to give it " 


Chngenpeel agreed 
"There 


were probably some questions 
that wouldn t have been asked, 
had the students not been on the 
board when major issues came 
up It has also fostered "a little 
d i f f e r e n t 
(improved) 


relationship between the 
chancellors and the campus 
presidents ' he said 


Sorensen, 25, who "originally 


had some reservations" about 
students sitting as regents, said 
hes a 'very strong supporter 
now 


The Pharmacy College 


graduate student said besides 
providing better interaction and 
information for elected regents 
about student-level activities, it 
allows students ' to learn the 
proper 
administrative 


procedures and how to properly 


get things done and most effec- 
tively." 


"Id like to commend the 


regents and the university ad- 
ministration for the outstanding 
way we were received and the 
amount of extra work they had 
to go to for us," Sorensen said 
"They've been extremely patient 
with us and we've obviously 
made a lot of mistakes." 


"I think overall," CUngenpeel 


said, "my experience with the 
other board members was very 
good," and most "were very 
open and very helpful " 


But he said there "were cer- 


tain times when certain 
members were a little an- 
tagonistic" toward the students, 
and others "when they could've 
listened a little better " 


Chngenpeel, 
who will 


graduate in Aupst and hopes to 
attend theological seminary in 
New 
York City, said, 


"Everybody just has to sit down 
and l«ok each other in the eye 
and be honest," adding, "a lot of 
good can come out of this Once 
any member of the regents 
doesn't do this, I think they're 
going to be running into some 
problems" 


Sorensen, who will enter 


medical school in July on a six- 
year road toward medical prac- 
tice, said he believes the 
students had an "indirect effect" 
on issues, allowing regents to 
"formulate a more concise opi- 
nion before voting " 


Sherrets said the student 


regent seat is a "very influential 
slot if used properly,' the key 
being "communication that 
wasnt possible before " 


He Has Two Views 


Sherrets, who will graduate 


from UNO in May and begin 
studying law at UNL in the fall, 
said he has two views on being 
denied a vote 


"If our primary function is to 


represent out constituency, 
namely the students, we can be 
very effective' even without a 
vote However, 'studentshaving 
a vote on the board would be in a 
more strategic and more influen- 
tial position to ensure follow- 
up on issues 


Chngenpeel said he believes 


student regents should have a 
vote because the tally on some 
NU business affairs "might have

said "We belonged to the ERP,

No organization immediately 


claimed responsibility for the 
killings but it was believed they 
were the work of the right-wing 
Argentine Anti-Communist 
Alliance, which claims to have 
killed more than 100 Argentine

The victims found near Ezeiza 


International Airport, about 15 
miles south of here, appeared to

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Soviet Spaceship 
Aborts Mission 


Moscow — The Soviet Union 


disclosed early Monday that a 
manned spacecraft launched on 
Saturday was forced to abort its 
mission and return to earth. 


Tass, the official Soviet press 


agency, said the two astronauts 
aboard the Soyuz craft were 
"feeling well" after a search and 
rescue unit found them in 
western Siberia. The language of 
the Tass report implied strongly 
that neither Vasily Lazarev nor 
Oleg Makarov, had been injured 
in the emergency. It was the 
latest in a series of mishaps that 
has plagued the Soviet space 
program in recent years. 


Describing the emergency 


return to earth, Tass said, "The 
descent module soft-landed 
southwest of the town of Gorno- 
Altaisk in western Siberia." 


Tass did not give the precise 


time of the launching nor of the 
emergency landing, although the 
landing presumably took place 
some time on Sunday The mis- 
sion of the flight was described 
as "joint experiments" between 
the Soyuz craft and the orbital 
space station Salyut 4, which was 
launched Dec. 26. 


Tass said the Soyuz was 


launched on a carrier rocket and, 
"On the third stretch, the 
parameters of the carrier rockets 
movement deviated from the 
preset values and an automatic 
device produced the command 
to discontinue the flight under 
the program and detach the 
space ship for return to earth." 


Tass gave no further details on 


the precise nature of the 
malfunctioning and did not 
elaborate on the details of the 
mission. 


As is usual with Soviet space 


missions, there was no advance 
notification that the Soyuz craft 
would be launched. The Tass dis- 
patch giving the news was a 15- 
line story entitled "Flight Con- 
trol Center Reports." 


The Soyuz mission that failed 


was not believed to have been 
directly related to the joint 
Soviet-American space linkup 
scheduled for next July. Officials 
and astronauts from the 
American team that will par- 
ticipate in the July mission were 
scheduled to arrive in Moscow 
for a visit late Monday. But the 
Americans were not expected to 
travel to the Soviet space center 
in Baikonur, in Soviet Central 
Asia.

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Soviet Spaceship 
Aborts Mission 


Moscow — The Soviet Union 
disclosed early Monday that a 
manned spacecraft launched on 
Saturday was forced to abort its 
mission and return to earth. 


Tass, the official Soviet press 
agency, said the two astronauts 
aboard the Soyuz craft were 
“ feeling well” after a search and 
rescue unit found them in 
western Siberia. The language of 
the Tass report implied strongly 
that neither Vasily Lazarev nor 
Oleg Makarov, had been injured 
in the emergency. It was the 
latest in a series of mishaps that 
has plagued the Soviet space 
program in recent years. 


Describing the emergency 
return to earth, Tass said, ”The 
descent module soft-landed 
southwest of the town of Gorno- 
Altaisk in western Siberia.” 


Tass did not give the precise 
time of the launching nor of the 
emergency landing, although the 
landing presumably took place 
some time on Sunday. The mis­ 
sion of the flight was described 
as “joint experiments” between 
the Soyuz craft and the orbital 
space station Salvut 4, which was 
launched Dec. 26. 
Tass said the Soyuz was 


launched on a carrier rocket and, 
“ On the third stretch, the 
parameters of the carrier rockets 
movement deviated from the 
preset values and an automatic 
device produced the command 
to discontinue the flight under 
the program and detach the 
space ship for return to earth.” 


Tass gave no further details on 
the precise nature of the 
malfunctioning and did not 
elaborate on the details of the 
mission. 


As is usual with Soviet space 
missions, there was no advance 
notification that the Soyuz craft 
would be launched. The Tass dis­ 
patch giving the news was a 15- 
line story entitled “Flight Con­ 
trol Center Reports.” 


The Soyuz mission that failed 
was not believed to have been 
directly related to the joint 
Soviet-American space linkup 
scheduled for next July. Officials 
and astronauts from the 
American team that will par­ 
ticipate in the July mission were 
scheduled to arrive in Moscow 
for a visit late Monday. But the 
Americans were not expected to 
travel to the Soviet space center 
in Baikonur, in Soviet Central 
Asia.

Palestinians Say I sraelis Drew Fire

Palestinian guerrillas claimed 
they traded fire Sunday with a 
helicopter-borne Israeli force 
trying to set up fortifications 
one mile inside Lebanon's 
southern border. Israeli officials 
reported Arab shellings but 
denied any incursion into 
Lebanon. 
No casualties were reported 
by either side. 
The Palestinian news agency 
said the action took place at 
Ruweisat Hill, which is close to 
Kfar Shuba, a border village 
leveled by Israeli artillery and 
demolition squads last January. 
The hill is not inhabited and 
Kfar Shuba has been deserted by 
its 1.200 residents. The 
Palestinians say efforts by the 
Lebanese government to rebuild 


the village have been marred by 
Israeli shelling. 
Israeli military sources said 
Arab gunners inside Lebanon 
fired mortar shells on Israeli 
civilians and soldiers in two 
separate incidents Sunday, but 
Israel did not return fire. 
The sources said Lebanese 
troops or Palestinian guerrillas 
shelled civilians working on a 
security fence that stretches 
across the length of the 70-mile- 
long border. 


Other rounds were aimed at 
an Israeli patrol along the Har 
Dov sector near Mt. Hermon. 
the sources said.

New York — Defense Depart- 


ment officials say the Soviet 
Union is stockpiling long-range 
guided missiles in East Africa in 
a large newly built naval-support 
installation at Berbera, Somalia. 


These so-called cruise missiles 


are believed intended for the 
surface ships and submarines of 
the Soviet squadron deployed in 
the Indian Ocean. The squadron, 
whose strength is said to vary 
from 10 to 15 ships, is active in 
the Arabian Sea, the section of 
the Indian Ocean east of the en- 
trance to the Persian Gulf. 


Now that the Soviet squadron 


is assured of rapid resupplying of 
its cruise missiles, a military 
analyst said, the Russians and 
their Arab friends from Iraq to 
southern Yemen could in an in- 
ternational crisis, control the 
exits from the Persian Gulf and 
from the Suez Canal-Red Sea 
supply lines. The missiles are 
believed to range from the SSCl, 
with a range of 200 miles, to the 
SSN5 with a range of 700 miles. 


Prewar Situation 


The death of King Faisal, the 


strongly anti-Communist ruler of 
Saudi Arabia, the steady flow of 
sophisticated Soviet weapons to 
Iraq, Syria and Egypt and the 
breakdown of negotiations 
between Israel and Egypt have 
led some officials to talk of a 
prewar, rather than a postwar, 
situation. 


These officials say that 


although there may be 
diplomatic advantages in 
slowing American arms 
shipments to Israel, the military 
fact is that Israel is the only Mid- 
dle Eastern country with forces 
powerful enough to balance 
Arab strength and deter the 
Russians 


Military sources said that 


American weapons now being 
withheld from Israel, evidently 
to influence her government to 
resume negotiations with Egypt. 
are those most necessary to a 
military balance. 


One is the Lance surface-to- 


surface missile, whose sale to 
Israel has been approved by 
Congress. The Lance can be 
armed with either a conven- 
tional or a nuclear warhead and 
has a range of well over 130 
miles, which, to some extent, 
would balance the longer-range 
SCUD-B missiles that the Soviet 
Union is furnishing to Egypt and 
Syria. 


The acquisition of the Lance is 


said to be more immediately im- 
portant to Israel than the 
purchase of the Air Force's F15 
Eagle, an ultramodern fighter 
designed to win quick air 
superiority over a battlefield. 


Negotiations Suspended 


However, a team of Israeli 


pilots and aeronautics experts, 
on the way to the United States 
to evaluate the F15 for combat 
in the Middle East, was turned 
back and negotiations on the sale 
of the fighter have been 
suspended. 


The Ford administration has 


also reportedly discouraged a 
visit to Washington by Shimon 
Peres, Israel's minister of 
defense, who was expected to 
push for early delivery of the 


Lance and for progress toward a 
deal for a high-performance 
fighter aircraft. 


Critics of the situation within 


the Defense Department argue 
that if the United States denies 
arms to Israel, while the Soviet 
Union continues to ship ad- 
vanced weapons systems to Arab 
countries and to build up its own 
military presence in the area, it 
would create an awkward 
military situation for both Israel 
and the United States in the 
event of another Arab-Israeli 
war. 


Embargo Expected 


American planners say they 


assume there would be a 
blockade of Israel and a new oil 
embargo in another war. 


A senior official put the 


question: What would happen if 
the Iranians defied the blockade 
and attempted to ship oil to 
Israel, and the Soviet squadron 
closed the Persian Gulf route to 
Iranian or other tankers in- 
tended for Israel9 


The Russians, the official in- 


sisted, have the military strength 
"on the spot" to enforce a 
blockade. 


Saudi Political Prisoners 
Get Amnesty From Khaled 


Kuwait (AP)—King Khaled of 


Saudi Arabia issued a royal 
decree Sunday granting amnesty 
to all political prisoners, in- 
cluding those sentenced to death 
in absentia, the Saudi state radio 
reported. 


No mention was made in the 


broadcast to Prince Faisal Ibn 
Muaed. 27, who assassinated 
King Faisal during a religious 
ceremony at the royal palace in 
Riyadh March 25.

Regional Handgun Control Proposed 
- WASHINGTON (AP) - 
• •Atty. Gen. Edward H. Levi 
Sunday night proposed a

Levi outlined the proposal,

"Preliminarily, we have dis- 


cussed a mechanism which 
would be set into operation 
either by a local violent crime 
rate significantly higher than the 
national average or by a high 
local violent crime rate coupled 
with a significant increase in the 
local rate of violent crime over 
the course of a year," Levi said. 


For instance, he said, the 


systen might provide federal 
controls in a local area if its 
violent crime rate was either 


20 
r'o higher than the national 


average or both 10T- higher than 
the national average and 57o 
higher than the previous year's 
local rate. 


Under these assumptions, a 


federal gun law designed to go 
into effect in limited geographic 
areas would have applied in 1972 
in 62 Standard Metropolitan

men or women, and manufac- 
tured in six styles. They were im- 
ported by Michael Milea and 
Peter Sinclair Ltd. of New York, 
and sold nationwide as part of 
that firm's 1974 summer and fall 
line, the commission said. 


The garments have a woven 


label which carries the Milea- 
Sinclair names, a commission 
spokesman said, but consumers 
will have difficulty identifying 
which garments are not in com- 
pliance with the flame proof 
laws because no style numbers 
are carried. 


"Consumers who believe they 


have one of the non-complying 
garments should write to Milea- 
Sinclair at 475 Park Ave. South, 


New York, N.Y., 10016, or 
telephone 212-889-0200," the 
agency announcement said.

porter will distribute film clips 
talking about the problem to no 
less than 300 television stations, 
along with a cover letter 
explaining that the warnings 
should be carried as a public ser- 
vice.

As Bill Putnam and his wife drove to 


Lincoln he felt like he was "on top of 
the world." 


He still does. 
The new executive director of Lin- 


coln Community Services didn't feel the 
emptiness that afflicts many persons 
who relocate. He had just left his home 
and job in Durham, N. C. 


Tuesday was his first day on the job 


here. He has all the enthusiasm of a 
newcomer and is taking pains to meet 
his staff, LCS board members and per- 
sons in the community. 


But the exercise is far from painful 


for Putnam. 


He is enjoying becoming acquainted 


with Lincoln. 


He's high on the city. 
Putnam asks questions a mile a 


minute, his southern drawl hanging in 
the air. He is anxious to meet people, 
learn about the city, partake of what it 
has to offer. 


Putnam succeeded John Goessman, 


former LCS executive director, who 
resigned Jan. 31 to head up the United 
Way agency in Winston-Salem. N. C. 
Putnam comes here from similar 
organizations in both North and South 
Carolina. 


He has had individual conferences 


with employes, zeroing in on how each 
employe defines his or her job and what 
is being done in the varioin areas of the 
agency. LCS serves as the community's 
comprehensive fund-raising, allocating 
and planning arm for some 26 local 
social and health organizations. 


Putnam also spent much of his first 


week calling on people who have a 
direct impact on these agencies — com- 
munity leaders and agency executives. 


Next week he will assess his findings. 
But Putnam doesn't foresee any 


monumental changes in LCS. 


"There is a pride in LCS," he said, 


already in shirtsleeves, just one sign of 
his rapidly developing comfort in the 
newly-acquired office. 


"The figures I have looked at show 


LCS has done a good job," he said. 
"You just don't tamper with things that 
are good." In the past four years the 
United Fund campaign here has grown 
26% to nearly $1.4 million for 1975. 


He sees LCS's role as "the third party 


between the user and the giver" — 
between those who use the funds raised 
to provide community services and 
those who contribute the dollars so the 
agencies can function. 


But that involves more than doling 


out the cash. Along with that comes the 
responsibility of making the agencies 
more accountable, helping them "tell 
their story better," he said. 


"For years (they were) able to say, 


'Forgive our omissions and 
transgressions because we are 
chanty.'' 


But with revenue sharing dollars 


pouring into community service- 
delivery agencies these days, the line 
has become blurred in the public's eye, 
he said. 


More often than not, the private, 


charitable, voluntary sector serves as 
the catalyst, Putnam said, making the 
first waves 'n such areas as mental 
retardation and mental health. When 
the worth of those activities is proven, 
tax dollars begin flowing in. 


But being in at the ground level has 


its problems, too. 


"We stumble a lot. We make mis- 


takes. But we recognize it (the mistake) 
quickly " 


And the future? 
"Good times. I hope," drawled the 


enthusiastic newcomer as he shifted in 
his new executive director's chair.

States Can't Use All Unfrozen Road Cash 


WASHINGTON (AP) - States 


have claimed less than one-fifth 
of the $2 billion in impounded 
highway funds released by Presi- 
dent Ford in February' as an an- 
tirecession move. Most has gone 
to states with lower than average 
unemployment rates 


Federal Highway Administra- 


tion records show that as of 
March 31. the latest figures 
available, only 16 states had 
been able to use the newly freed 
funds 
Their added spending 


totaled $356 6 million 


An Associated Press survey of 


state highway departments and 
Highway Administration records 
indicate several other states 
could pick up some of the money 
in coming weeks Ten could start - 
in a few weeks Several others 
are farther back in their spen- 
ding plans but have costly 
projects nearly ready for ap- 
proval. 


President Ford, in announcing 


Feb. 11 that he was releasing the 
highway funds to combat rising 
unemployment and the current 
recession, estimated the money 


would create about 125,000 new 
jobs. 


Of the 16 states that so far 


have received funding, 11 had 
seasonally 
unadjusted un- 


employment rates below 8 per 
cent in January. And two of the 
11 — Kansas and Iowa — had the 
lowest and second lowest un- 
employment rates in the nation, 
according to preliminary Labor 
Department figures. 


The 11 states collected $255.5 


million The other fue states, 
with unemployment ranging 
from 8 5 per cent to 11 4 per 
cent, collected $101.1 million. 


Latest national unemployment 


figures are 8 7 per cent 


The reasons the bulk of the 


new money has gone to states 
with lower unemployment are 
dicerse and complicated. 


Many states with high un- 


employment don't have enough 
state funds to meet matching 
requirements 
on federal-state 


highway projects. Other states 
were caught by surprise and had 
no plans for highway programs 
ready to submit for approval. 


Others had not spent the bulk of 
their previous allotment because 
of various factors Many states, 
for example, traditionally wait 
until the end of winter to grant 
new contracts so that the work 
can begin in early spring and 
summer. 


Congress originally authorized 


federal spending of $6.1 billion 
on highway programs in fiscal 
1975 but the President im- 
pounded $1 5 billion of that. This 
raised the impoundment total to 
$11.1 billion Each state was told 
how much of its 1975 allocation 
it could spend and how much 
was impounded. 


When Ford announced he was 


releasing the $2 billion, the 
Highway Administration said it 
could dole out the new funds on 
a first come, first served basis. It 
also said it would let states draw 
on their fiscal year 1976 alloca- 
tion if they had enough projects 
ready to go to exhaust their 1975 
funding. 


Both moves were designed to 


get the money into the economy 
as quickly as possible. However, 


both meant that states which 
already had spent most of their 
1975 allocation and which had 
the necessary state funds for 
matching 
purposes 
would 


benefit the most from the 
freeing of the funds. 


Those states also happened to 


have in general less unemploy- 
ment. 


Thus, Kansas, with a 4.1 per 


cent unemployment rate in 
January, has collected $27 2 
million in new funds while 
Michigan, whose unemployment 
rate of 13.9 per cent topped the 
nation in January, has collected 
no new money. 


Kansas has been told by the 


Highway Administration that, 
because of impoundment, it 
could spend only $58.5 million of 
its allotment for fiscal 1975. It 
had spent about $51 million 
before President Ford released 
the impounded funds. 


Once Ford's announcement 


had been made, Kansas began 
s u b m i t t i n g new highway 
projects for 
funding. As of 


March 31, the state had been 


given $85.7 million in funding — 
$27 2 million of that in previous- 
ly impounded funds. 


In contrast, Michigan had 


spent $123.4 million of the $152.4 
million it had available in unim- 
pounded funds. 


Iowa, which had the second 


lowest unemployment rate in 
January at 5.1 per cent, has 
collected $17.9 million in former- 
ly impounded funds. 


Nebraska, with a 5.8 per cent 


unemployment rate, has 
collected $51 9 million in new 
funds while Tennessee, with a 
6 5 per cent unemployment rate, 
has collected $21.9 million. 


The biggest single bundle of 


new funds has gone to Hawaii — 
$58 1 million It had a 7.2 per 
cent 
unemployment rate in 


January. 


Although only 16 states had 


managed to use the new funds in 
the first six weeks, the Federal 
Highway Administration said it 
expected numerous other states 
to dip into the new money in 
coming weeks 


Education Cost Hikes 
Vary From 8 To 12%

Fire Hits Dorm Room 


The costs of attending college 


will go up almost 12% at public 
four-year institutions next fall 
and more than 8% at private in- 
stitutions, according to a survey 
of 2,400 schools reported in "The 
Chronicle of Higher Education." 


Total costs will go up an 


average of 8% for students who 
live on campus and 6% for those 
who commute from home, the 
report said. Total costs will 
average $3,594 for students living 
on campus, and $3,186 for com- 
muters. 


The survey was conducted by 


the College Scholarship Service 
of the College Entrance 
Examination Board. 


By next fall, total costs for 


students living on campus at 
public four-year institutions will 
have risen 50.3% since 1971, up 
from $1,783 to $2,697 in 1975-76. 


At private four-year colleges, 


total costs will have risen 47.4% 
for students who live on campus, 
up from $2,974 in 1970-71 to $4,- 
391 in 1975-76. 


The biggest increase of all will 


have been in costs for com- 
muting students at private two- 
year institutions. They have 
risen 86 57C, from $1,834 in 1970- 
71 to $3,421 in 1975-76. 


The largest one-year increase 


m total costs will take place at 
public institutions, where both 
commuters and students living 
on campus will face increases of 
almost 12% this fall, the survey 
found. 


However, the biggest increase 


m tuition and fees alone will oc- 
cur at private four-year schools 
up 87o from 1974-75. 


The service divided the total 


costs of going to college into five 
parts: Tuition and fees, 
transportation, 
personal costs, 


room and board, and books and 
supplies. Of the five, tuition and 
fees will vary the most, from an 
average of $301 at two-year 
public institutions to $2,240 at 
private, four-year schools. 


The other four parts will vary 


less than $100 each among the 
different types of colleges and 
universities.

were damaged by fire. 


Rixtein said matches and other com- 


bustables were stored near the radio.

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New LCS Chief 'Becoming Acquainted'

As Bill Pu tn am an d h is wife d ro v e to 
Lin co ln h e felt lik e h e was “o n to p o f 
th e wo rld . ” 


He still does. 
The new executive director of Lin­ 
coln Community Services didn't feel the 
emptiness that afflicts many persons 
who relocate. He had just left his home 
and job in Durham, N. C. 
Tuesday was his first day on the job 
here. He has all the enthusiasm of a 
newcomer and is taking pains to meet 
his staff, LCS board members and per­ 
sons in the community. 
But the exercise is far from painful 
for Putnam. 
He is enjoying becoming acquainted 
with Lincoln. 
He’s high on the city. 
Putnam asks questions a mile a 
minute, his southern drawl hanging in 
the air. He is anxious to meet people, 
learn about the city, partake of what it 
has to offer. 
Putnam succeeded John Goessman, 
former LCS executive director, who 
resigned Jan. 31 to head up the United 
Way agency in Winston-Salem, N. C. 
Putnam comes here from similar 
organizations in both North and South 
Carolina. 
He has had individual conferences 
with employes, zeroing in on how each 
employe defines his or her job and what 
is being done in the various areas of the 
agency. LCS serves as the community’s 
comprehensive fund-raising, allocating 
and planning arm for some 26 local 
social and health organizations. 
Putnam also spent much of his first 
week calling on people who have a 
direct impact on these agencies — com­ 
munity leaders and agency executives. 
Next week he will assess his findings. 
But Putnam doesn’t foresee any 


monumental changes in LCS 
“There is a pride in LCS,” he said, 
already in shirtsleeves, just one sign of 
his rapidly developing comfort in the 
newly-acquired office. 
“The figures I have looked at show 
LCS has done a good job,” he said. 
“ You just don’t tamper with things that 
are good. " In the past four years the 
United Fund campaign here has grown 
26% to nearly $1.4 million for 1975. 
He sees LCS’s role as “the third party 
between the user and the giver” — 
between those who use the funds raised 
to provide community services and 
those who contribute the dollars so the 
agencies can function. 
But that involves more than doling 
out the cash. Along with that comes the 
responsibility of making the agencies 
more accountable, helping them “tell 
their story better,” he said. 


“ For years (they were) able to say, 
‘Fo rgive our omissions and 
transgressions because we are 
charity.” 
But with revenue sharing dollars 
pouring into community service- 
delivery agencies these days, the line 
has become blurred in the public’s eye, 
he said. 
More often than not, the private, 
charitable, voluntary sector serves as 
the catalyst, Putnam said, making the 
first waves in such areas as mental 
retardation and mental health. When 
the worth of those activities is proven, 
tax dollars begin flowing in. 
But being in at the ground level has 
its problems, too. 
“ We stumble a lot. We make mis­ 
takes. But we recognize it (the mistake) 
quickly. ” 
And the future? 
“ Good times, I hope,” drawled the 
enthusiastic newcomer as he shifted in 
his new executive director’s chair.

States Can't Use All Unfrozen Road Cash 
WASHINGTON (AP) - States 
have claimed less than one-fifth 
of the $2 billion in impounded 
highway funds released by Presi­ 
dent Ford in February as an an­ 
tirecession move. Most has gone 
to states with lower than average 
unemployment rates. 
Federal Highway Administra­ 
tion records show that as of 
March 31, the latest figures 
available, only 16 states had 
been able to use the newly freed 
funds. Their added spending 
totaled $356.6 million. 
An Associated Press survey of 
state highway departments and 
Highway Administration records 
indicate several other states 
could pick up some of the money 
in coming weeks. Ten could start • 
in a few weeks. Several others 
are farther back in their spen­ 
ding plans but have costly 
projects nearly ready for ap­ 
proval. 


President Ford, in announcing 
Feb. 11 that he was releasing the 
highway funds to combat rising 
unemployment and the current 
recession, estimated the money 


would create about 125,000 new 
jobs. 
Of the 16 states that so far 
have received funding, 11 had 
seasonally unadjusted un­ 
employment rates below 8 per 
cent in January. And two of the 
11 — Kansas and Iowa — had the 
lowest and second lowest un­ 
employment rates in the nation, 
according to preliminary Labor 
Department figures. 
The 11 states collected $255.5 
million. The other five states, 
with unemployment ranging 
from 8.5 per cent to 11.4 per 
cent, collected $101.1 million. 
Latest national unemployment 
figures are 8.7 per cent. 
The reasons the bulk of the 
new money has gone to states 
with lower unemployment are 
dicerse and complicated. 


Many states with high un­ 
employment don’t have enough 
state funds to meet matching 
requirements on federal-state 
highway projects. Other states 
were caught by surprise and had 
no plans for highway programs 
ready to submit for approval. 


Others had not spent the bulk of 
their previous allotment because 
of various factors. Many states, 
for example, traditionally wait 
until the end of winter to grant 
new contracts so that the work 
can begin in early spring and 
summer. 
Congress originally authorized 
federal spending of $6.1 billion 
on highway programs in fiscal 
1975 but the President im­ 
pounded $1.5 billion of that. This 
raised the impoundment total to 
$11.1 billion. Each state was told 
how much of its 1975 allocation 
it could spend and how much 
was impounded. 
When Ford announced he was 
releasing the $2 billion, the 
Highway Administration said it 
could dole out the new funds on 
a first come, first served basis. It 
also said it would let states draw 
on their fiscal year 1976 alloca­ 
tion if they had enough projects 
ready to go to exhaust their 1975 
funding. 


Both moves were designed to 
get the money into the economy 
as quickly as possible. However, 


both meant that states which 
already had spent most of their 
1975 allocation and which had 
the necessary state funds for 
matching 
purposes 
would 
benefit the most from the 
freeing of the funds. 
Those states also happened to 
have in general less unemploy­ 
ment. 
Thus, Kansas, with a 4.1 per 
cent unemployment rate in 
January, has collected $27.2 
million in new funds while 
Michigan, whose unemployment 
rate of 13.9 per cent topped the 
nation in January, has collected 
no new money. 
Kansas has been told by the 
Highway Administration that, 
because of impoundment, it 
could spend only $58.5 million of 
its allotment for fiscal 1975. It 
had spent about $51 million 
before President Ford released 
the impounded funds. 


Once Ford's announcement 
had been made, Kansas began 
submitting new highway 
projects for funding. As of 
March 31, the state had been 


given $85.7 million in funding — 
$27.2 million of that in previous­ 
ly impounded funds. 
In contrast, Michigan had 
spent $123.4 million of the $152.4 
million it had available in unim­ 
pounded funds. 


Iowa, which had the second 
lowest unemployment rate in 
January at 5.1 per cent, has 
collected $17.9 million in former­ 
ly impounded funds. 
Nebraska, with a 5.8 per cent 
unemployment rate, has 
collected $51.9 million in new 
funds while Tennessee, with a 
6.5 per cent unemployment rate, 
has collected $21.9 million. 
The biggest single bundle of 
new funds has gone to Hawaii — 
$58.1 million. It had a 7.2 per 
cent unemployment rate in 
January. 


Although only 16 states had 
managed to use the new funds in 
the first six weeks, the Federal 
Highway Administration said it 
expected numerous other states 
to dip into the new money in 
coming weeks.

Fire Hits Dorm Room 


An estimated 250 residents of the 10-story 
University of Nebraska Smith Hall Dor­ 
mitory were evacuated Sunday when a fire 
broke out on the top floor of the structure. 


No injuries were reported, and Lincoln 
firemen extinguished the blaze without inci­ 
dent. The occupant of the room, Teresa 
Hesh, 18, a freshman from rural Crete, was 
home for the weekend, authorities said. 


Deputy State Fire Marshal Don Rixtein 
theorized an electrical malfunction in a clock 
radio in the room triggered the fire. He said 
the room was locked when the fire was dis­ 
covered by students on the floor at 7 :21 a.m. 
The entire room sustained heavy smoke 
damage, while a desk, shelves and drapes 
were damaged by fire. 
Rixtein said matches and other com- 
bustables were stored near the radio. 


Education Cost Hikes 
Vary From 8 To 1 2% 


The costs of attending college 
will go up almost 12% at public 
four-year institutions next fall 
and more than 8% at private in­ 
stitutions, according to a survey 
of 2,400 schools reported in “The 
Chronicle of Higher Education. ” 


Total costs will go up an 
average of 8% for students who 
live on campus and 6% for those 
who commute from home, the 
report said. Total costs will 
average $3,594 for students living 
on campus, and $3,186 for com­ 
muters. 


The survey was conducted by 
the College Scholarship Service 
of the College Entrance 
Examination Board. 
By next fall, total costs for 
students living on campus at 
public four-year institutions will 
have risen 50.3% since 1971, up 
from $1,783 to $2,697 in 1975-76. 
At private four-year colleges, 
total costs will have risen 47.4% 
for students who live on campus, 
up from $2,974 in 1970-71 to $4,- 
391 in 1975-76. 
The biggest increase of all will 


have been in costs for com­ 
muting students at private two- 
year institutions. They have 
risen 86.5%>, from $1,834 in 1970- 
71 to $3,421 in 1975-76. 
The largest one-year increase 
in total costs will take place at 
public institutions, where both 
commuters and students living 
on campus will face increases of 
almost 12% this fall, the survey 
found. 


However, the biggest increase 
in tuition and fees alone will oc­ 
cur at private four-year schools, 
up 8% from 1974-75. 


The service divided the total 
costs of going to college into five 
parts: Tuition and fees, 
transportation, personal costs, 
room and board, and books and 
supplies. Of the five, tuition and 
fees will vary the most, from an 
average of $301 at two-year 
public institutions to $2,240 at 
private, four-year schools. 
The other four parts will vary 
less than $100 each among the 
different types of colleges and 
universities.
